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per week. S enator Schellpeper's bill also allows for $2,000 a
year, and this is the problem with the bill. A good share o f
the nursing students do receive incentives financially, Pell
grant, grants from the schools, and scholarships, but he is
granting $2,000. Now listen to these figures; $2,000 up to four
years of schooling for only 100 nurses. We need five and six
hundred nu r se s ou t t he r e . You are not going to entice people
into nursing that were not already in there or going i n t o
nursing. That i s what is wrong with that bill. It is gi v i ng
too much to too few people. Senator Smith, you asked a v e r y
good question. This bill would allow $2,000 per year, plus, if
they practiced in a rural area for three years, it would a l l ow
$11,000 to a si mple 100 students, fifty students only to
practice in a rural area. We have approximately,what, 85 r u r al
counties, no, I see 11 to be exact, we have 82 counties that
qualify under the $50,000...the limit on the population. So
this bill of his would only give that to 50 people. S o th in k o f
it, it is the large amount given to such a very small number of
people . My b i l l i s an i n cen t i ve i n t o n ur si ng . There ar e l o an s
and gran ts . I t i s si mp l y t o h e l p them, t h e bo o ks a r e v e ry
expensive, the tuition is very expensive. I explained it to
you, the SIG. Another point, Senator Schellpeper said mine did
not add r e s s t h e r u r a l areas . App ar en t l y , he h a s n ' t r ead
Section 5. It does address the rural areas. It gives them all
a small incentive, a $1,000 for a reg i s t e r e d n u r s e , 6 0 0 f o r an
LPN, or 400, excuse me, 400 for an associate, and 4 0 0 f or an
LPN. I n a sma l l e r c om munity o f 10 , 0 0 0 - 1 0 , 5 0 0 , my bill starts at
600, 400, and 200. It gives a larger group of number of people,
not so much to such a select very,v ery f e w . A hun d r e d n u r s e s
is re a l l y n ot h i n g t o h e l p ou r n eed . I t i s g i v i ng wa y t o o much
money to such a small,narrow group. My bill does, a s I s a y ,
d oes address t h e r u r a l nu r si n g n e e d . It has to se rve...that
they serve in a rural community. I don't know, I was going to
put Ne b r a sk a i n t he r e and d ecided i t i s no t necessary .
Naturally, the Department of Education wouldn't pay them if they
w ere se r v i n g i n I ow a , so that part is addressed. His b i l l i s up
to $8,000 for a si mple 100 people o ver and a b ove t h e o t h e r
loans. It is a loan forgiveness, the same way as mine. M ine i s
after the fact. Mine is an incentive to try to help them to get
them into nursing. The rural part o f m y b i l l wou l d b ec ome
effective immediately, and the LPN par t t ak e s a ye a r , and I v e r y
carefully went through the dates,and again as I say, the big
part of my bill is the off-campus course.
